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GENERAL  NOTES 


Sources.  The  data  in  this  compilation  are  based  primarily  on 
reports  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  and  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  United  States,  In  the  absence  of  reports  from 
these  sources,  the  Statistical  Bulletin  of  the  International  Sugar 
Council  and  sugar  trade  publications  (Licht,  Czarnikow,  et  al) 
were  used.  Sources  of  population  and  national  income  data  are 
shown  below.  Some  information  on  currency  exchange  rates  was 
obtained  from  the  Federal  Reserve  Board, 

Comparability.  An  effort  was  made  to  show  data  for  1952  and 
1948-49  which  are  comparable  with  those  for  1955  whenever  pos¬ 
sible,  Data  for  1952  and  1948-49  are  shown  in  parentheses  where 
they  obviously  are  not  comparable  with  corresponding  1955  fig¬ 
ures.

C overage.  World-wide  coverage  was  aimed  at.  However,  lack 
of  readily  available  information  prevented  the  inclusion  of  some 
countries  and  areas.  Most  notable  omissions  are  the  cane  sugar 
producing  French  overseas  areas,  the  British  colonies  and  Trust 
Territories  on  the  African  continent,  the  Sudan,  Libya,  Iraq, 
Jordan,  Saudi-Arabia,  Yemen,  Hong  Kong,  Guatemala,  and 
Honduras.  Countries  and  areas  omitted  had  a  population  of  about 
145  million  in  midyear  1955,  about  5.5  percent  of  world  popula¬ 
tion.  According  to  the  latest  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  release, 
these  countries  and  areas  are  producing  about  556  thousand  metric 
tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  during  the  current  crop  year  1955-56, 
or  1.3  percent  of  the  world  total.  The  French  overseas  areas 
account  for  395  thousand  metric  tons,  British  East  Africa  for 
78  thousand  metric  tons,  and  Guatemala  and  Honduras  for  66  thou¬ 
sand  metric  tons. 

Population  figures  for  1955  are  based  on  United  Nations,  Statis¬ 
tical  Papers,  Series  A,  vol.  VIII,  no.  1,  Population  and  Vital 
Statistics  Reports,  January  1956.  Wherever  there  was  a  basis 
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for  doing  so,  the  figures  shown  in  that  publication  were  extra¬ 
polated  to  arrive  at  a  midyear  1955  estimate.  Figures  in  the 
1952  column  are  actually  1951  figures  and  were  copied  from  the 
mimeographed  document  relating  to  sugar  data  in  59  countries 
dated  June  19,  1953  and  prepared  by  the  Sugar  Division, 

National  income,  per  capita,  figures  for  1955  are  based  on  United 
Nations,  Statistical  Papers,  Series  H,  no,  8,  Statistics  of  Na¬ 
tional  Income  and  Expenditure,  September  1955,  The  figures 
shown  in  that  publication  for  1954  were  divided  by  midyear  1955 
population  figures.  In  view  of  almost  universal  population 
growth,  this  has  resulted  in  a  slight  understatement  of  per  capita 
national  income.  Where  1954  national  income  figures  were  not 
available,  the  latest  available  figure  was  used  and  divided  by  the 
midyear  population  figure  of  the  following  year.  In  a  few  countries 
in  which  national  income  showed  a  regular  trend,  a  1954  national 
income  figure  was  estimated  by  extrapolation.  In  either  of  the 
latter  cases,  the  figure  is  shown  in  parentheses.  Data  for  1952 
were  copied  from  the  June  19,  1953,  mimeographed  document. 


Sugar  consumption  per  capita,  tel  quel,  in  1955  refers  to  centri¬ 
fugal  sugar  and  noncentrifugal  sugar  in  countries  where  consump¬ 
tion  of  the  latter  exceeds  1,  0  kg,  shown  separately  on  country  or 
area  sheets  and  as  a  total  on  summary  sheets.  Data  for  1952, 
generally,  follow  the  same  plan,  but  in  a  few  countries  noncentri¬ 
fugal  sugar  is  omitted.  Figures  for  1955  per  capita  and  total 
sugar  consumption  were  derived  from  the  same  basic  information, 
usually  total  consumption,  tel  quel.  Figures  for  1952  per  capita 
sugar  consumption  are  often  of  different  origin;  multiplication  by 
population  and  conversion  to  raw  value  does  not  necessarily 
result  in  exactly  the  same  figure  as  that  shown  for  total  sugar 
consumption.  Figures  in  the  1948-49  column  relate  to  the  cal¬ 
endar  year  1948, 

Total  consumption  figures  relate  to  centrifugal  sugar  only. 

Sugar  tonnages.  Production,  consumption,  trade,  and  stocks 
figures  for  1955  generally  relate  to  the  calendar  year.  Where 
calendar  year  data  were  not  available,  the  production  or  consump¬ 
tion  year  most  nearly  coinciding  with  the  calendar  year  was  used 
and  an  appropriate  notation  made.  In  most  beet  sugar  producing 
countries,  nearly  all  processing  takes  place  in  the  fall  of  the  year 
and  differences  between  calendar  year  and  crop  year  production 
are  small.  Under  the  calendar  year  concept  of  reporting,  fall 
beet  sugar  production  is  combined  with  the  cane  sugar  production 
during  the  preceding  half  year  in  the  important  Caribbean  producing 
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countries.  By  contrast,  the  sugar  production  data  released  by 
the  Foreign  Agricult  ural  Service  are  based  on  a  crop  year  con¬ 
cept.  Fall  beet  sugar  production  is  combined  with  cane  sugar 
production  during  the  following  half  year  in  the  Caribbean  and 
during  the  following  calendar  year  in  Hawaii.  The  exact  defini¬ 
tion  of  the  year  in  the  1952  column  is  not  available;  production 
and  consumption  data  probably  relate  to  the  crop  year;  trade 
data  probably  relate  to  the  calendar  year. 

Raw  value.  In  general,  all  original  tonnages  relating  to  refined 
sugar,  crystals,  plantation  whites,  or  any  other  direct-consump¬ 
tion  sugar  known  or  believed  to  polarize  above  99  were  con¬ 
verted  to  raw  value  by  the  factor  1.  087  (reciprocal  of  92)  in 
accordance  with  Rule  84  of  the  International  Sugar  Council.  Ori¬ 
ginal  tonnages  designated  as  raw  or  raw  value  were  not  con¬ 
verted.  In  a  few  instances,  where  direct-consumption  sugars 
(raws  or  soft  sugars)  appeared  to  polarize  around  96  or  97  de¬ 
grees,  tonnages  were  not  converted. 

Sugar  prices.  For  pricing,  the  kind  of  sugar  known  or  believed 
to  be  the  most  commonly  consumed  kind  of  sugar  was  used.  For 
instance,  for  the  United  States,  the  wholesale  price  refers  to 
refined,  granulated  cane  sugar  and  the  retail  price  to  granulated 
refined  beet  or  cane  sugar  retailed  by  urban  dealers  in  5-pound 
containers.  For  the  Dominican  Republic,  prices  refer  to  crema 
(light  brown)  sugar.  In  countries  where  noncentrifugal  sugar 
consumption  is  important,  prices  for  such  sugar,  if  available, 
are  shown  in  footnotes. 

The  retail  price  may  be  a  national  average,  a  local  price  in  the 
capital  or  in  another  large  consumption  center,  or  the  midpoint 
of  a  price  range. 

A  primary  market  price  (mill,  factory,  or  import  price)  is 
shown  wherever  available.  In  many  instances,  however,  a  whole¬ 
saler^  selling  price  rather  than  a  primary  market  price  had  to 
be  used.  The  type  of  price  shown  is  appropriately  labeled  in 
each  case. 

Tariffs  and  import  controls.  In  many  countries  sugar  is  im¬ 
ported  by  a  government  agency  and  the  collection  of  customs 
duties  may  be  suspended  or  the  tariff  may  be  only  a  part  of  the 
system  by  which  the  government  raises  revenue  on  imported 
sugar  or  by  which  it  protects  its  domestic  sugar  industry. 

Consumer  price  control  and  producer  price.  Nearly  all  govern¬ 
ments  intervene  in  the  sugar  price  formation  to  some  extent.  The 
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description  furnished  is  intended  to  convey  the  type  and  degree 
of  government  intervention.  These  brief  notes  ought  to  be  inter¬ 
preted  in  their  context;  for  instance,  on  the  United  States  sheet 
"No"  consumer  price  control  is  indicated,  but  the  explanatory 
footnote  should  be  noted. 

Exchange  rates.  In  countries  with  multiple  or  nominal  exchange 
rates,  an  effort  was  made  to  select  the  exchange  rate  which 
would  most  meaningfully  serve  to  convert  the  general  price  level. 
However,  in  a  few  countries,  the  only  available  exchange  rate  has 
resulted  in  sugar  prices  which  appear  unusually  high.
